Loxpox, July 26.—Last week with some
smouut of regret I had to notice the defeat
of our amateur sculling champion Psotta by
the Britishers, and this week I again must
say & few words regarding the defeat of our
smsteur pedesirians at the amatenr cham-
pionship meeting at Birmiagham, Belore
saying suythieg about the pedestrians I
wish to say a few words to what I said last
week regarding Mr. Psotta. My readers
will remember the generous sct of Mr.
Psotta in refusing to take advantage of Mr.
Kearedy, who fell out of his boat almost at
the start. Well, here is a fnct which shows
bow the Britisher returned the compliment.
A day belnre the race Mr. Paotta bet Mr.
Keavedy $250 that he, Psotta, would defeat
Keanedy, Alter their heat Mr. Kennedy,
to the surprise of all the gentlemen rowers,
actuslly took the §250. It really was worse
than if Mr. Psotta bhad presented him with
$500, the full amount of the bet, because had
Mr. Pootta acted according to rowing rules,
Mr. Eennedy would certainly have had to
pay and would npot have been in the final
heat. As it was, Mr. Psotta refused to take
sdvantage of the accidentand really allowed
him te get into the final heat. A meaner
trick than that of the Kinegston clubman I
think conldn't well be imagined, But Iam
pleased 1o say that all the rowing talent
condemn the conduet of Kenvedy, and the
genersl opinion is that his sct was enotirely
of the wolfish kind and not of the genotle-
man, Well, after all, the action of Mr. Psot-
ta will almost add as much glory to him
aud to American sportsmen as il be had
been victorious, and pone of @s can ever
think of the Henley regatta of 1890 without
thinking of the wolfish propensities of Mr.
Eennedy.

But I set out here with the intention of
saying something about the amateur pedes-
trinns, and 1 must say my few words before
they are shut out or torgotten. The Eoglish
amateur athletic champiouship covtests are
big aflsirs, slthough this year they were not
so important a8 when Myers, George and
Bnook were contestants. This year the
wealher was not invorable, ané the attend-
snce was light. O/ course, this fact some-
whal dampened the enthusisvsm of the affair
sl Birmingham; but throughout the country
geperally there was great interest in the
various events, Many of the contests were
internxtional, and this csused great interest
in them.

The racing was very good, although
nothing extraordinary was done exvept in
the seven-mile walking cootest, when H,
Caurtis, of one of the Loudon clubs, broke
the record. Before the contests startad very
mapy people thonght that C. H. Sherrill, of
New York, would win the 100-vard race. I
was somewhas inelined toward this opinion,
but our speculstions were knocked com-
pletely out regarding the race, as Mr. Sher-
rill did not start. The winoer turoed up in
K. D. Morgan, who ran the distance in
10 2.5 seconds. 1t was stated that Sherrill
wus not in good condition, and, therelore,
declined to start. Had be run, of course,
providing he was at his best, I think he
would have won, as the time of the winner
was oothing gresi—in fact, it ranks among
the slowest. The slowest time ever made
during the 24 vears the contests huve taken
place 8. 10 3-5 seconds, and best is 10 see-
onds, doune in two successive years by A.
Wharton, who subsequently became a pro-
fessional, The track this vear, however,
was & trifle slow, bot notwithstending this 1
think that Sbherrill, judging from what I've
been told, can beat Morgan. Ther may
meet this summer, snd theo we shall be able
to judpe.

The only other event in which America
wis represented was the guarter mile race,
W. M. Ciristie, of the Mashattan Club,
New York, was the represeutative und was
n stroug fevorite. He ran well ior 300 yards
and thea was out of it. Had the race been
for the distance named Mr. Christie might
have won, but whea that distance had been
covered the Britishers were too strong for
bim, as four of them passed him and be fin.
ished fith. The winper's time was 51 4.3
seconds, The time of Mr. Tiodall, last
yeur's wioner, was 48% seconds, which
shows that the quality this year is not as
goed as last year. But it may be remarked
that 481 is extraordinary time, and I vean-
ture to say that it is good betting even
money that mone of our professionals this
yea: can equul it.  Although our represen-
tatives were beaten st the big contest I am
juvelined to think that they were not in their
best form. The balf mile race was a good
one, as T, T. Pitman, of London, won in the
expellent time of 1 minote 58 seconds. I
weution this as it gives a pointer to Ameri-
can professionals a5 1o what they may ex-
peot if they come bere to run a hailf
mile race. But I am  inclioed
to think that the smatuers are
better thno the fessionals here, because
not many of the Iatter make it s business to
continuoonsly practice ball-mile running.
At sny raie I venture to say that very few
jndeed of the professions!s bere could have
held theirown against Mr. Pitmao had they
been in the race. Lust year Mr, Tindsll
ran the distance in 1 minute 56 2-5 secondu.
This was (ast going, no douby, and certainly
there is not & prolessional in Eogisod to-
day who can cover the distanee in that
thme, which goes to prove the truth of my
contention that the amatenrs nre better than
the professionals at the distapee. G. B.
Bhaw represented New Zealand in the 120
burdle race, bot was beaten. This event
wus won by C. F. Daft tor the third time.
In 1886 he covered the distance in 16 seo-
onds snd this year he was four-fifths of a
second slower. Altogether the running was
very good and shows that the amateurs are
still keeping up an excellent standard all
round.

The harvest time is here mnow, =s
far as the boxing snd pugilistic fraternity
are concerned. It i» ull clover with
the “‘sorappers” now, and ceriainly they
bave no anticipation of any other eondi-
tion of things. There are dosens of places
thronghout London, independent of the
clubs, where boxing scontests take place
regularly. These contests are not only of a
limited number of rounds, but msny of
them are to a finish, and presty lively they
are, The purses offered are good, and vaz
often the quality of boxing is very ba

Well, lﬂ this is just as it was in Ameriea
a few years ago. During that period, the
boxing period, I mean, we bad hundreds of
alleged pugilists stepping to the iront who
were never heard of previously, and who
have already been forgotten, The public
was gulled out of thonsands of dollars by
imposters, and as a result a resction very
soon set in, and the entire business was
killea. I predict a similar result here.

The Birmingham team, un-
der Mr. Barr's management, continues to
improve, and should the season be played
out I will not be surprised it the Pitts-
burger’s lot come out victorious, He has
some excellent material in his team and if
they were to receive the encouragement from
the public that they deserve they would no
duucr. blossom intoareally good aggregation.
They played a fine game against the Derbys
the other day aud won by G to 2, The score
shows that there wans at least bume earnest-
ness in the game,

At present writing the record of games
won aod lost is Derby 10 games won and 2
lost; Birmingham, 8 won add 3 lost; Preston,
4 won and 8 lost; Btoke, 1 won and 10 lbst.

The Grand Army Day Committes met in
Councll Chambers yesterday afternoon, with
Chairman Edward Fisher in charge. The at-
tendance of delegates was only fair. Much fo-
terest was of course taken in the report of the
Entertainment Committes on how the day
should be celebrated at Rock Polot. Chalr.
man Burchfield, of that sub-committes was
unavoidably absent, but his report was read
by Seoretary Bengough., The committee rec-
ommendod, first, that the Grand Army Band
avd two string bands be secursd for the ocea-
sion, the string bands to be wused for the de-
Hght of the dancers, This recommendation
was ad d. The d recommendstion
was that there boe a sham battle or daylight
fireworks. This the committee rejected unan-

fmously, Recommendation thitd was that
there be a dress parade. This was
adopted, a8 was the fourth, which

was that thers be a ecampfire. Quite
a discussion took place In convection with
this report on where the money was to come
from to pay for pmu.hnp ihis programme, and
this was the reason the sham battle or fire-
works recommendation was snowed under so
unanimously. As itstands now the expense
will be reduced to the minimum. The Bub-
sistance Committes was earnestly requested at
the last weeting to be on_band with its report
at yesterday's meeting. Thia report was of tha
greatest importance in connection with the ar-
rangaments, but no report was made, as none
of ‘he committes were present but one, and he
said the committee had held no meeting, This
was a disappointment to the comrades of the
general committoe.
